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WOODCROFT HERD 


We believe we mentioned our visit 
to Pueblo and Woodcroft in our Notes 
on Colorado, and promised to return 
to this subject at a later date. We 
will now endeavor to give in plain 
language a few additional facts re- 
garding Woodcroft and its proprietor, 
Dr. Hubert Work, regretting only 
that we lack, the magic touch of the 
true artist that can paint a picture 
that enables one to see the changing 
lights an‘ colors, the life and anima- 
tion of the scenes portrayed. 

To the Holstein-Friesian breeder, 
Wooderoft is synonymous with a fine 
herd of pure-bred Black and White 
cattle; to the general public it syno- 
nyms an extensive private hospital 
for the treatment of mental diseases. 
Woodcroft Hospital was founded in 
1896 with one patient, and now has 
upwards of two hundred, and has 
had under treatement some twenty- 
three: hundred. It seemed to us that 
if professional skill, the best of care 
and beautiful surrounding count for 
anything all patients should soon be 
healed of their maladies. 

Here nothing seems to be lacking 
in the way of equipment. There are 
spacious luildings for every require- 
ment fully equipped, spacious lawns. 
shady walks, rare trees, shrubs and 
flowers to the extent of profusion. We 
sometimes wonder why people, worn 
with overwork and distracted with 
the carking cares of the world, do not 
feign sickness and go to Woodcroft 
and Dr. Work for a little needed rest 
an:! recuperation. 

Dr. Work relates that when in 1908 
he was keeping eight or ten head of 
grade cows for the supply of his hos- 
pitai, it occurred to him that if it 
‘%- re profitable to keep cows at all, 
it would be more profitable to keep 
pure-breds. He, therefore, went to 
Cameron, Mo., with the idea of pur- 
chasing some foundation stock of the 
late M. E. Moore. Mr. Moore showed 
him through his stables, giving him 
the pedigrees of various animals, tell-

ing of their official tests and A. R. O. 
records, all of which meant absolutely 
nothing to him. Dr. Work did not 
let on regarding his ignorance and 
finally bought one heifer in calf, at 
a venture, fully determined to learn 
something about the bregd before 
starting out again. 

Soon after reaching home Dr. 
Work ordered two other heifers, this 
time by mail, permitting Mr. Moore 
to make the selection. The Doctor 
relates that these two were better 
individuals than the one he had se- 
lected himself. Later he bought a 
bred heifer froni B. L. Bean also 
of Cameron, Mo., likewise ordered by 
mail. A year later he purchased two 
heifers of French Brothers, Lebanon, 
Ohio. 

During the eight years subsequent 
to that date Dr. Work has purchased 
numerous additions to his herd and 
from time to time sold surplus stock, 
his sales having exceeded his pur- 





chases by the sum of $8,716, and at 
present has a herd numbering forty- 
three head. He assumes that the milk 
produced has paid for feed purchased 
and wages of herdsman. Dr. Work 
assured us that his profits would have 
been considerably in excess of the 
above figures but for one very bad 
deal. This consisted in an _ invest- 
ment of $3,500 in. tuberculosis at a 
consignment sale. 

If such results as the above are 
possible to-a man who can give only 
a small portion of his time and atten- 
tion to the business it would seem 
that for a man who makes his herd 
his chief concern, the possibilities 
should be almost unlimite?. 

In the Woodcroft herd there are 
at present eight cows, varying from 
two-year-olds to full age, that have 
records ranging between 22 Ibs. and 
37 lbs. of butter in seven days, and 
with one exception all were devel- 
oped at. Woodcroft.

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FARMERS’ ECONOMY COW 
CONTEST 

The grade and native cows of Wis- 
consin are this year offered an un- 
usual opportunity by the State Fair 
management. A contest designed to 
show the ability of such cows to pro- 
duce dairy products profitably has 
been arranged and will be held in the 
model dairy barn on the fair grounds, 
September 13-16. Liberal cash prizes 
are offered which should be attractive 
to anyone having the least interest 
in trying the quality of his cows 
against others. 

In looking at Wisconsin’s position 
as a great dairy state, the part played 
by the humble grade or native is not 
always remembered. It is forgotten 
that these are responsible for four- 
fifths of the output of dairy products 
that. have made our reputation what 
it is. They are also the practical 
fruit of our development in breeding. 
If our pure-bred herds are living up 
to their opportunities for service to 
the State, we may expect to find 
steady improvement in the quality of 
our grade herds. 

It will not be possible, for a good 
many years at least, for every dairy- 
man to keep only pure bred cows.

In the 
meantime, the most important thing 
for both dairyman and breeder is to 
replace poor cows with better ones. 
Labor costs more and feed costs more 
than formerly. Why waste them on

In this Farmer’s Economy Cow Con- 
test the Fair is to have the co-opera- 
tion of the Wisconsin Live Stock 
Breeders’ Association, which will sup- 
ervise the feeding and milking, and 
the Animal Husbandry Department 
of the College of Agriculture will 
make the tests. The event is expected 
to close with a demonstration and lec- 
ture on the economical feeding of 
dairy cattle by Professor F. H. Scrib- 
ner, who needs no introduction to 
Wisconsin dairymen.

No entry fee or stall rent will be 
charged. 

Cows to be milked dry in the pres- 
ence of the superintendent of the cat- 
tle department of the state fair, or his 
authorized representative, , Monday 
evening, September 13, the last milk- 
ing of the test to be at exactly the 
same hour on Thursday, September 
16. 

Cows are to be milked not to exceed 
three times daily. 

Cows are to be fed by a representa- 
tive of the Wisconsin Live Stock 
Breeders’ Association, according to di- 


rections from the owner and an exact | 
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account kept of all feed consumed dur- 
ing the contest. Owners may select 
any feeds or combinations of feed 
available which will be charged at the 
average Milwaukee market prices of 
the previous week. 

No condiments or condition powders 
may be fed during the test, nor any 
medicine administered, except on the 
advice of the official veterinarian. 
Common salt may be given as desired. 

Cows are to be milked in the pres- 
ence of a representative of the super- 
intendent, who will weigh and record 
the yield and take such samples as 
may be required for testing. 

Tests for butterfat are to be made 
daily and the cows credited with their 
production, against which will be 
charged the cost of their feed.

In Manor De Kol we also find an 
old sire whose influence for good on 
the breed is deeply felt. He was born 
March 26, 1894, and since that time 
has grown more and more familiar to 
breeders of Holsteins by the work of 
both his sons and daughters. 

Henry Stevens & Sons were the 
owners of this bull, and, although he 
was bred by Henry Tuthill, of La- 
cona, New York, he was entirely of 
Stevens’ breeding, being a son of De 
Kol 2d’s Netherland and Netherland 
Hengerveld, thus combining in the 
closest degree the blood of the two 
great foundation cows, De Kol 2d and 
Netherland Hengerveld.

Copy for five-sixth of the 26th 
volume of the Advanced Register 
Year Book has been prepared and 
sent to the printess, and the last 
of the copy will go forward this 
month. Proof-reading is in progress. 
and it is expected that the book will 
be ready for distribution sometime in 
October. Our books are now open for 
subscriptions to this volume at $2.00 
per copy; and as it will be first come 
first served, I would suggest that sub- 
scriptions be sent forward in order 
that the subscribers’ names may be 
properly listed. A large number of 
our breeders have not yet secured a 
copy of the 25th volume, which is also 
sold at $2.00 per copy. Copies of the 
24th and 25th volumes of the book 
should be secured while there is a 
chance; for when these copies are ex- 
hausted no reprint can ever be made.

During the last fiscal year, ending 
April 30th, 1915, 11,470 cows and 
heifers were tested for periods of not 
less than seven consecutive days; and 
the results of these tests will be en- 
tered in the 26th volume of the Ad- 
vanced Register Year Book (Blue 
Book). Of these cows tested, 161 be- 
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gan their official records not less than 
eight months after freshening, while 
566 completed semi-official yearly or 
lactation records. Taking the ordin- 
ary seven-day records only, 10,743 
cows, of which over one-half were 
heifers with first or second calves, 
averaged each 406.9 lbs. milk con. 
taining 14.474 Ibs. of butter-fat, 
equivalent to 58.1 lbs. or nearly 28 
quarts of milk per day, and 16.9 lbs, 
of commedcial butter per week. The 
milk showed an averaged of 3.56 per 
cent fat. 

The 566 cows completing semi-of- 
ficial yearly or lactation records, of 
which nearly one-half were heifers 
with first or second calves, averaged 
each 14,407.7 lbs. milk containing 
488.97 lbs. of butter-fat, equivalent 
to 570.5 lbs. of commercial butter. 
The average length of the tests was 
847 days, and the milk showed an av- 
erage of all yearly tests to the close 
of the last fiscal year, 1,992 in num- 
ber, the averages for last year show 
an increased per cent of 45 lbs. milk 
and a decrease of 3.37 lbs. fat; the 
decrease of the milk in percentage of 
fat being .04 of one per cent.

To the close of the last fiscal year 
1,084 Holstein-Friesian cows had pro- 
duced above 80 lbs. fat in thirty con- 
secutive days, while 2,625 cows and 
heifers had produced above 20 lbs. fat 
in seven consecutive days. Seventy- 
two cows and heifers had produced 
above 700 lbs. milk in seven consecu- 
tive days; thirty-seven above 3,000 
Ibs. milk in thirty consecutive days; 
and thirty-four above 24,000 lbs. milk 
in yearly or lactation test.

In the yearly test the Holstein-Frie- 
sian breed has many times the number 
of cows with great productions than 
can be shown by all other breeds com- 
bined; the number of Holstein-Frie- 
sian cows at the present time that 
have produced above 850 Ibs. of fat in 
one year being thirty-five. These 
thirty-five cows and heifers, one of 
which has more than three months to 
run, show an average of 25,052.15 
lbs. of milk containing 939.5 Ibs. of 
butter-fat. Two of the cows have pro- 
duced between 1,000 and 1,100 Ibs. 
fat, one cow and one heifers between 
1,100 and 1,200 lbs., and if all goes 
well with another great cow of the 
breed she will probably produce above 
1,200 lbs. fat. This cow is Duchess 
Skylark Ormsby, owned by Mr. John 
B. Irwin, Minneapolis, Minnesota; and 
she is credited to the close of July 
with 987.11 lbs. fat from 21,414.4 
Ibs. milk. Up to the present time 
eight different supervisors have been 
employed in the conduct of this test, 
and nothing is being left undone to 
thoroughly authenticate the wonder- 
ful record.

In reporting on July 14th the break- 
of the record in the senior four-year 
class of the division of records begun 
freshening, it was stated that Lucille 
Jolie Pontiac 144478 displaces Linden- 
wood Hope 115655, when it should 
have stated that she displaced Johan- 
na Rue Korndyke 141428.

The leading record in this first num- 
ber of the Official Records Bulletin 
covering entries in volume 27th of the 
Advanced Register is that of Fair- 
view Rag Apple De Kol, 29.672 lbs. 
fat from 482.5 lbs. milk; but we also 
have a record of 28.083 lbs. fat from 
515.6 Ibs. milk made by Maple Crest 
Pontiac Application. This latter cow 
is starting out finely on semi-official 
test, and will add to the laurels now 
won by Maplecrest cows. Listed with 
25-pound records will be found two 
cows as follows: The junior four- 
year-old Woodcrest Cornelia Pietie, 
25.615 lbs. fat from 478.8 lbs. milk; 
.and the junior three-year-old Lady 








heifer produces a proportional amount 
of milk and that the record is the 
larger of the two. She gains eighth 
place in her class. 

Five 24-pounders are listed, of 
which three are full aged cows and. 
two are junior three-year-olds. The 
best of the full aged cows is Sadie 
Korndyke Wayne, 24.642 lbs. fat from 
609.6 Ibs. milk in seven days, 99.055 
Ibs. fat from 2,456.5 lbs. milk in 
thirty days; and she holds out finely 
for sixty days with a production of 
189.317 lbs. fat from 4,700.9 Ibs. milk. 
She is slightly exceeded in fat pro- 
duction by the junior three-year-old 
K. P. Lilith Altoana, 24.682 lbs. fat 
from 501.6 lbs. milk, a very fine rec- 
ord for a junior three-year-old. The 
other 24-pounders are the cows Aag- 
gie Texal Wayne 2d, 24.477 lbs. fat 
from 585.2 lbs. milk, and Dutchland 
Cornucopia Hengerveld 2d. 24.47 lbs. 
fat from 666.7 lbs. milk in seven days, 
98.408 lbs. fat from 2,753.7 lbs. milk 
in thirty days, and the heifer Wells- 
land Aaggie Korndyke, 24.466 lbs. fat 
from 481 lbs. milk. 

In the full aged class will be found 
twenty-three animals above twenty 
Ibs. fat; and in the junior four-year 
class are three cows above twenty-two 
pounds fat.. The junior three-year- 
olds show eleven heifers above eigh- 
teen pounds fat, the senior two-year- 
olds, five above seventeen pounds fat, 
and. the junior 2-yr.olds, 12 above 
fifteen pounds fat. The leaders of 
the junior two-year class showing 
above 16 lbs. fat with their produc- 
tions are as follows: Orchard Farm 
Starucca De Kol, 17.477 lbs. fat from 
427.5 lbs. milk; Segis Ekster Pontiac, 
17.135 Ibs. fat from 353.8 Ibs. milk; 
Bess Burke Ormsby, 17.115 lbs. fat 
from 434.6 lbs. milk in seven days, 
70.642 lbs. fat from 1,751.8 lbs. milk 
in thirty days; Segis Lyons Tehee, 
16.168 lbs. fat from 318.8 lbs. milk; 
and Gypsy Lyons, 16.138 Ibs. fat from 
385.1 lbs. milk.

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 








We suppose that 

Loaning the Surplus every Holstein- 
To Holstein-Friesian Friesian breeder 
Breeders. read the admira- 
ble address of 

President D. D. Aitken delivered at 
the Annual Meeting of the Associa- 
tion last June. We take pleasure in 
quoting a few paragraphs. He said: 
“The question of what disposition, 
or what use to put our present funds 
to, is a matter that has had more or 
less discussion and various plans 
have been suggested. The one seem- 
ing to be most favored is that of loan- 
ing it to Holstein-Friesian breeders. 
The difficulty with that would seem 
to me to be that you have not suffi- 
cient money to take care offany con- 
siderable number of your members, 
and if you were to make a liberal re- 
quirement with a low rate of interest 
you would have a large demand for 
the money of which you would only 
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be able to take care of a very few, 
and I would be fearful that a good 
deal of ill feeling might be engen- 
dered by members feeling that parti- 
ality had been used and preference 
shown in making loans. On the other 
hand, if you make the requirement 
too exacting, then very few, if any, 
would want the money and there 
would be no benefit to the Associa- 
tion. I have believed myself that we 
have little to fear from this fund. 
I believe an aggregation of men, like 
a single individual, feels a little bet- 
ter and a little surer of itself if ict 
has a reasonable amount of money 
on hand to take care of any emer- 
gency or loss that might arise. 

“IT am further convinced that ulti- 


‘mately this Association will have a 


Home building where all its offices 
will be kept and its general business 
transacted. 

“T realize the difficulty that con- 
fronts us in that direction at the 
present time, but I feel we might as 
well express ourselves plainly inas- 
much as most all the members concede 
it to be a fact. We have officers in 
this Association—a Secretary and a 
Superintendent of Advanced Regis- 
try—one in Wisconsin and one ‘in 
Brattleboro, Vermont, who have 
served the Association with wonder- 
ful intellectual ability and have 
brought to the offices great credit and 
to the Association great profit and 
success, and for these two men our 
feelings go beyond respect and admi- 
ration; we have affection for them, 
and it is because of these two men, 
in my judgment, the offices are not 
now consolidated and in some central 
point where efficiency and economy 
would be less difficult. I feel, how- 
ever, that because of our affection for 
these men we are not willing to re- 
quire of them the hardship of taking 
up life again in a new community, 
but how long this feeling will remain 
is something that cannot be foretold, 
and should any change take place I 
have no doubt but what the Assoczia- 
tion would arrange for the purchase 
of a building in some convenient loca- 
tion that would be accessible to all 
and the offices of Advanced Registry 
and Secretary consolidated.” 

Readers doubtless will recall the 
discussion in the World regarding 
this subject and that the main argu- 
ments were, viz: That the Association 
had a considerable surplus which 
should be profitably invested or em- 
vloyed; that there were various mem- 
bers of the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation who would be glad to borrow 
small sums to invest in Holstein-Frie- 
sian cattle; that this would tend to 
benefit not only themselves but the 
Association and boost the herd. 








The words of President Aitken 
seem to substantiate each of these 
claims. For instance, the discussion 
in itself by the president is an admis. 
sion that the present surplus should 
be more profitably employed. 

The second contention, that there 
are many nvembers of the Association 
who would be glad to use this money, 
is endorsed when he says “if you were 
to make a likeral requirement with a 
low rate of interest you would have 
a large demand for the money of 
which you would be able to take care 
of a very few.” 

The validity of the third contention 
is acknowledged when the president 
says “On the other hand, if you make 
the requirement too exacting, then, 
very few, if any would want the 
money and there would be no benefit 
to the Association”. Of course the 
admission is that if you do not make 
the requirement too exacting there 
would be a benefit to the Association. 


Having admitted all the contentions 
of the advocates of the loan idea what 
objection does the president offer to 
the plan? Simply this, that not having 
surplus enough to supply fully the 
needs of its members it is better to 
attempt nothing—since possibly the 
greatest conceivable benefit to the As- 
sociation may not be achieved don’t 
make any effort to derive the benefit 
in sight. Does this kind of objection 
satisfy the advocates of the Loan idea 
as fully offsetting their arguments? 

If the surplus were to be loaned to 
first applicants according to pre-ar- 
ranged requirements, the idea of 
“jealousy” arising is the merest bug- 
bear. If no favoritism was shown no 
jealousy or hard feelings could result. 


Of course, we do not need to re- 
mind the president that a surplus re- 
mains a surplus whether loaned to 
Association members or loaned to 
Trust Companies. 


We much admire the president’s 
optimism regarding the prospects of 
a central Home building for the Asso- 
ciation. Of course, no one can say 
what may happen when the present 
members and officers of the Associa- 
tion are dead and their places have 
been filled by a new generation. It 
is just possible that they will usher in 
the Holstein-Friesian Millenium. 
However, the chances of an Associa- 
tion Home during the life of the pres- 
ent generation is not flattering, un- 
less, perchance it might be located 
somewhere in Michigan. We judge 
that no other state has a ghost of a 
show. If this is to be, we hope to 
live to behold the tower of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Skyscraper joint the 
Milky Way, while its foundation 


| rests upon that rock which is Flint.

That it was the Holstein-Friesian 
cattle that put these fourteen families 
in the prize-winning list, there is not 
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the slightest doubt. In fact the de- 
ductions from the records of the con- 
test give the cow and the dairy kusi- 
ness the lion’s share of the credit. 

Four hundred and forty farms were 
entered in the contest and classifi- 
cation of the information at hand 
shows the profits to be in very close 
accord with the number and quality 
of cows kept. Hoard’s Dairyman has 
presented this in tabular form, show- 
ing the labor income per farm on 23 
farms with an average of 8.8 cows to 
be $477 and increasing regularly un- 
til a labor income of $1868 is reached 
on farms having an average of 33 
cows. Then again 70 farms with all 
grade cows showed a return per cow 
of $95 and a labor income of $8193. 
42 farms with grades and purebreds, 
gave a return per cow of $124 per 
cow with a labor income of $1151; 
while 8 farms with all purebreds, 
gave a return per cow of $189 and a 
labor income of $2157. In obtaining 
these lIgures, we think, that these 
farms only were considered because 
the number of cows per farm in each 
class averaged about the same. 

With such results as these, who 
can doubt the value of the dairy cow, 
and especially the purebrec Holstein- 
Friesian? This is bad for the men 
who have persistently avoided the 
dairy business because of the “drud- 
gery” of milking,—it will be apt to 
make them cross-eyed. One thing is 
certain, when you are milking you 
are not doing anything else. Also it 
should occur to some of the recalci- 
trant that it is better to milk ten 
years and make your “pile,” besides 
building up the fertility of your farm, 
than it is to struggle a lifetime at, 
say grain farming, and then have 
nothing but a run-down farm. Now 
isn’t it? Also what about the milk- 
ing machine? 





San Francisco to Portland, Oregon

Eighty-six miles from San Francis- 
co by the Southern Pacific, in the 
broad and fertile valley of the Sacra- 
mento, is located the thriving village 
of Woodland. Woodland among Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeders is famous as 
the home of A. W. Morris, and of, 
Tilly Alcartra, Riverside Sadie De 


Kol Burke, Aralia De Kol, and other’ 


members of the Woodland herd that 
have made the Black and White breed 
renowned as the greatest milk pro- 
ducers in the world. 

Mr. A. W. Morris lives in Wood- 
land but spends much of his time on 
his ranches, comprising a total of 2,300 
acres. He has one daughter, living 
at home, and four sons. The sons 





conduct the affairs upon the ranches. 
A partial description of the Woodland 
herd would require more space than 
we can here devote to it and must de- 
fer it to another time, but we will say 
in passing that Tilly Alcartra is not 
only a world champion producer but 
a beautiful typeof Holstein-Friesian. 
No photograph can do her full justice. 

We must also mention the two herd 
sires, Lorena Korndyke and Segis 
Pontiac De Kol Burke. It will be re- 
membered that Lorena Korndyke, son 
of Korndyke Queen De Kol’s Prince 
has been a great prize-winner in the 
show ring. He is a grand specimen of 
the breed and to those who favor the 
beef type of Holstein-Friesian he cer- 
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tainly is hard to fault. However, we 
were favorably impressed by Segis 
Pontiac De Kol Burke, the three- 
year-old son of King Segis Pontiac 
Emperor and Riverside Sadie De Kol 
Burke. His size, 2300 lbs., his grand 
carriage and great length of body 
compelled a greater admiration than 
the perfections of the shorter and 
blockier Lorena Korndyke. 

Mr. Morris drove us out to see a 
six-hundred acre olive and almond or- 
chard in full fruitage. It was on this 
drive that we saw the combined har- 
vester and thresher at work. We were 
driven into the field where we followed 
for some distance this most wonder- 
ful mechanism for harvesting grain, 
a machine that with the help of three 
men will cut and deliver in bags 
forty acres of grain in a day. 

We could have continued our trip 
by this route to Portland, but as we 
wished to make the Shasta stage by 
daylight and as we also wished to see 
something of Sacramento, we took the 
electric line from Woodland to the 
capitol city, a distance of twenty-three 
miles. This was interesting as we 
passed through the famous hop-grow- 
ing section of the State. 

We helieve that Sacramento claims 
100,000 population, thus being about 
the same size as San Diego. Of course 
the capitol is the chief feature of at- 
traction. In its main outlines it is 
something like the capitol at Madison, 
Wisconsin, being in the shape of a 
Greek cross with a grand central 
dome. It is situated in what is known 
as the Capitol Park. This is a won- 
derfully beautiful park. Every art 
of the landscape gardner having been 
employed to enhance its charms. 

The next thing of interest, aside 
from the fine residences and business 
blocks, is what is known as Sutter’s 
Fort. This is a relic of the early 
history of Sacramento as well as of 
the State of California. 

John Augustus Sutter came to Cali- 
fornia in 1839. He was a restless son 
of Switzerland, a wanderer and ex- 
plorer. He had lived in Santa Fe, 
journeyed to Vancouver, the Hawaiian 
Islands back to Sitka, Alaska, and fin- 
ally to California. He had formed the 
idea of establishing a Swiss colony 
on the Pacific Coast, and to further 
this plan he became a citizen of Mex- 
ico and received from Governor Al- 
varado a grant of eleven square 
leagues of land and civil and military 
authority over the entire Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys. He estab- 
lished himself near where the city of 
Sacramento now stands and built the 
fort that bears his name. He became 
a man of great importance and con- 
siderable wealth. 

About this time he employed a man 
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by the name of James W. Marshall 
tosuperintend the construction of a 
mill on the south fork of the Ameri- 
ean River about 45 miles from the 
fort. While thus engaged Marshall 
found gold in the mill race. For 
some time Sutter and Marshall kept 
this knowledge to themselves, but 
other workmen became suspicious and 
in January, 1849 the news of the gold 
discovery leaked out. Then set in 
the famous rush to this new Eldorado. 
Sutter’s rights under his Mexican 
grant were little respected; his flocks 
and herds were driven off and his 
land squatted upon. The city of Sac- 
ramento grew up around him. When 
the State was formed he applied to 
the State courts, and, finally took his 
case to the Congress at Washington. 
He died in 1880 without obtaining the 
redress he sought. Marshall also died 


in poverty though it is said that a 


monument has been erected to his 
memory on the hill where stood his 
shanty in those early days. 

From San Francisco to Portland, 
Oregon,:is 771 miles. The Southern 
Pacific follows the Sacramento River 
to its source in the Shasta Springs. 
Here the water coming from the melt- 
ing snows of Mt. Shasta forms a cas- 
cade as it descends over the ragged 
rocks that constitute the canyon at 
the headwaters of the Sacramento. 

As we entered the mountains we 
found ourselves passing through the 
most barren section of the earth it 
has ever been our privilege to see. 
Not a green thing, not even a sage- 
brush relieved the monotony of naked 
rocks and barren soil. We learned 
that this condition was the result of 
an extensive copper smelter located 
somewhere in the mountains, the 
fumes liberated in the process of sep- 
arating the copper being destructive 
of all vegetation. 

Having reached the end of the can- 
yon, the next problem was to get over 
the mountain. Here the road makes 
a loop coming back high up on the 
mountainside almost directly above 
the track previously passed over at 
the bottom of the canyon. As we 
ascend the mountains in snake-like 
loops and curves the scenery becomes 
grandly fascinating. At last we catch 
sight of Shasta. This forms our ideal 
conception of mountain sublimity. At 
times you behold it from base to snow 
crowned summit and from nearly all 
sides. You have it within vour range 
of vision for nearly half a day. Some- 
times you round a mountain and it 
disappears from sight and you think 
you have seen old Shasta for the last 
time, but the next time you glance out 
of the window there it is before you 
again in all its majesty. At Sisson 
we seem to be right at its base, but 
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are told that the summit is eighteen 
miles away: You seem to get ac- 
quainted with Shasta and come to en- 
joy its society, and when at last you 
see it no more you feel that you have 
lost a friend. 

When we awoke on the morning of 
July 4th in the Williamette Valley, 
Oregon, it appeared to us that we 
were approaching home. Here was a 
climate comparable to our own. Here 
the ‘ground was irrigated from the 
clouds, and here we saw green fields 
where the same grasses grew, and 
forests where many of the same vari- 
eties of trees flourished. It really 
did seem good to us, notwithstanding 
the fact that we were charmed by the 
clear skies, the valleys and mountains, 
fruits and flowers, and tropical ver- 
dure of old California. 

Our son Grover and wife met us at 
the station in Portland with the fam- 
ily car, the Hudson Six, and we want 
to say right here that we spent a 
good share of our time while in Port- 
land in this same car—all that the 
frequent showers would permit. In 
fact, the rain prevented realizing a 
part of our program. We had thought 
of visiting our old friend and Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeder, P. A. Frakes 
of Scappoose, the Tillamook Valley 
which is the famous dairy section of 
the State, also, the far famed Dalles 
of the Columbia. However, our stay 
was one perpetual round of pleasure. 

Portland is indeed a beautiful city. 
Situated in the broad and rich Wil- 
lamette valley near the confluence of 
that river with the Coulmbia it is des- 
tined to become a great metropolis. 
We have never seen a more beautiful 
prospect than is presented from Coun- 
cil Crest and Willamette Heights. 
Here the entire city is unfolded and 
spread out before you.. You see the 
Willamette Valley stretching away to 
the south, the Columbia ‘River and val- 
ley to the north. Far away to the 
northeast you see Mt. St. Helens; in 
front of you towers Mt. Adams, 120 
miles away, and to the southeast, Mt. 
Hood lifts its majestic snow-crowned 
summit. Here you have all that go to 
make beauty and grandeur—a great 
city, extensive green valleys, broken 
by stretches of dark fir trees, broad 
meandering rivers, lofty snow-capped 
mountains, and over all, majestic dis- 
tances which valleys lend enchant- 
ment. If you want to be entranced, 
go to Portland, ascend Council Crest 
and give yourself over to visual rav- 
ishment.

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IMPORTANT FACTOR IN DE- 
VELOPMENT OF AGRICULTURE 


In every industry, and especially 
those that have to do with the produc- 
tion of human food, there is a great 
revolutionary movement for the en- 
couragement of more economical pro- 
duction. The increase in the value of 
land in the middle west and the rela- 
tively rapid growth of our popula- 
tion demands an effort on the part of 
every tiller of the soil to practice more 
intensive farming. 

Dairymen, breeders of dairy cattle 
and farmers in Iowa and the central 
west realize at this time more than 
ever before the necessity of learning

‘more in regard to dairying. As com- 


pared with other phases of agricul- 
ture, intensive and’ efficient dairy 
farming is somewhat of a new in- 
dustry in the corn belt. 

On most farms of this section, meth- 
ods used in producing milk and but- 
ter fat are crude when compared with 
methods in vogue in older dairy cen- 
ters. The farmers deserve no censure 
for this condition because, ‘in the past 
the cheaper farms, inexpensive feed 
and extensive holdings have been so 
favorable to making money from other 
lines that little regard has been given 
the dairy cow. He has been prone to 
overlook the fact that extensive farm- 
ing and the selling of grain and hay 
in their raw state will, in the course 
of time, render the land unproductive. 

During the past few years, condi- 
tions have been changing rapidly. 
Land has advanced in price and at 
the same time in many vicinities it 
has correspondingly declined in pro- 
ductive value. The question now is, 
“How can land valued at from $125 
to $250 per acre be farmed profit- 
ably?” 

The solution of the problem is to 
make use of good dairy cows. Re- 
peated experiments have shown that 
a good cow is not only a great re- 
tainer and builder of soil fertility, but 
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she is also the most economical and 
profitable producer of human food. 

Although the dairy industry has 
been mentioned as a most profitable 
department of the Iowa farm, yet the 
conditions which exist today on the 
average farm do not return satis- 
factory results. This is due to the 
fact that many cows milked through- 
out the corn belt are not of the proper 
type. They are the ordinary ani- 
mals that are kept for both milk 
production and beef production. They 
are the type of animal that cannot 
produce a profit on high-priced land, 
even though they have all the ad- 
vantages of good feed and care. The 
dairy industry on the average farm 
also lacks the business methods, and, 
as every other phase of agricultural 
work needs systematic supervision in 
order to be successful. 

The methods employed by the most 
progressive dairymen throughout the 
state are doing a great deal to im- 
prove the average Iowa cow. The 
introduction of the Babcock test and 
scales demonstrate that the poor cow 
is the source of very little profit and 
in thousands of instances the cause 
of direct loss. In these cases her 
sole value is that she provide a market 
for the grains and grasses grown upon 
the farm and at the same time con-

Dear Sir:—In your edition of Aug. 
7th I read with great interest your 
description of Woodcrest Farm, Rif- 
ton, N. Y., and its herd of Holsteins. 

We have in our locality a daughter 
of Homestead Girl De Kol Sarcastic 
Lad, and as I read the article men- 
tioned above, I thought you might be 
interested in hearing something of 
this cow. Lady Woodcrest Paxton 
was bred by J. W. Dimick and was 
brought to Canada by Mr. A. C. Har- 
dy of Brockville where Mr. K. M. Dal- 
gleish, her present owner, bought her 
and her daughter, Avondale Lady 
Pietje De Kol, who is by Pietje 22nd’s 
Woodcrest Lad. 

Mr. Dalgleish has not been able to 
get Lady Woodcrest Paxton dry in 
the two years he has owned her. He 
entered her in test last February and 
she made 27.03 lbs. of butter from 
729 lbs. of milk in 7 days. Her best 
day’s milk was 117 lbs. She had no 
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thin. Avondale Lady Pietje De Kol 
was milking over a month when her 
test began and had not been dry but a 
couple of weeks, when she freshened, 
but she made nearly 25 lbs. of butter 
in 7 days and milked over 92 lbs. milk 
in 1 day. 

Mr. Dalgleish thinks an experienced 
person could have made each of these 
cows make over 30 lbs. in a week. 
If he can get Lady Woodcrest Paxton 
dry, he intends testing her again 
when he expects she will greatly in- 
crease her present record. 

Mr. Dalgleish only went into pure- 
breds two years ago, and did his first 
testing last winter; none of his cows 
had any preparation, and yet some 
mode very creditable records.
